The plan is that each member of 
the Lions Club and as many other 
citizens of Comanche as will agree 
to do so, go security on a note with 
a club boy for a hundred 
dollars, 
the money to

to 
buy 
a 
heifer. Before a boy is eligible for 
the loan, he. must agree to have also 
a field project that will enable him 
to provide feed for his animal. The 
boy is expected to pay off tb- note 
from his profit on the cow. 
An effort will be made to get at 
least a hundred men to back the boys 
in this movement and when the des­ 
ired number has beim obtained. Co­ 
unty Agent Barton in company wnth 
a committee will go to .some 
good 
dairy farm and |>ersonally select the 
heifers, all of which must be regis­ 
tered Jerseys of merit, which means 
that both their mother and sire must 
be from highly te.rted milking stock. 
This movement it is believed will 
go a long ways toward transform ­ 
ing Comanche 
County into a 
real 
dairying country.
